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CITY WITHOUT P. B. 


MAIL SERVICE 


This city is without Pacific Elec- 
tric railway service for the first 
time in 24 years today as the re- 
sult of a strike called at 2 o’clock 
this morning. 

Approximately 100 persons who 
regularly use the passenger ser- 
vice were forced to find other 
means of transportation or re- 
main at home. 

Mail service from Los Angeles 
to Upland was disrupted. The 
east-bound trains usually bring 
mail here but postal officials ex- 
pressed the belief that before 
much delay the mail routing would 
be adjusted to other lines. 

The citrus industry will not be 
affected by the tie-up, according 
to reports. 

For months the Pacific Electric 
pay rate has been under discus- 
sion and the strike was called this 
morning as a climax of an effort 
to obtain permission to pay 13 
cents an hour more to the rail- 
Way employes. 

The company has agreed to pay 
the increase and the railway med- 
iation board has approved the in- 
crease, but Fred M. Vinson, eco- 
nomic stabilization director, has 
refused to allow the 13-cent raise 
and today’s walk-out was report- 
edly caused by his rejection. Vin- 
son has approved a 8-cent an hour 
raise. 

In July a strike was averted 
when the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen leaders decide to sub- 
mit the pdy request to reconsid- 
eration. In the intervening weeks 
Vinson, federal stabilization 
rector in Washington, D. C., did 
not act and the strike was, voted 
for this morning. 








Companions of Lopez 
Fined, Sentenced 





Henry M. Pulido, Azusa, who 
was one of the companions of 
Frank Lopez, killed by a gun shot 
Sunday night, was sentenced to 
‘90 days in the county jail when he 
appeared before Judge Mildred R. 
Puckett Wednesday on charges of 
disorderly conduct. A $200 fine 
was suspended. Jesse G. Romas 
was fined $50 and given a 50-day 
suspended jail sentence on the 
same charge. 

Pulido and Romas were with 
Lopez on the wild truck ride from 
here to Glendora, which ended in 
death for’Lopez. The fleeing men 
were pursued by Officer Henry 
Younge. An accidental discharge 
‘of the officer’s gun resulted in 
Lopez’s death. 

The Upland officer, praised by 
Police Chief Mueller, was exoner- 
ated by a Los Angeles county in- 
quest jury, which termed the act 
justifiable homicide in line of duty.

From all appearances, Paul W. 
Elmore, Los Angeles, was driving 
a stolen automobile on Foothill 
boulevard here last night. There 
was no registration slip in the car, 
he had no operator’s license, and 
the car license plates were out-of- 
date. 

He was, therefore, arrested on 
suspicion of grand theft and held 
in the city jail. Not until Los An- 
geles authorities “cleared” the car 
was he released. Then he was 
charged with failure to observe 
the boulevard stop sign at Euc- 
lid avenue and with not having an 
operator’s license. 

He was stopped by Officer Rob- 
ert Browning for failure to pause 
at Euclid avenue, and investiga: 
tion revealed the other delinquen- 
cies.
